Rockefeller Foundation Head 
Ruffles the Chairman, 


Colorado Strike Situation the 
Bone of Contention. 


Long-winded Investigation is 
at Last Closed. 


A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, May 25.—Investi- 
gation of the Colorado coal strike was 
closed today by the Industrial Rela- 
tions Commission, and tomorrow, 
after hearing statements about the 
labor conditions in Porto Rico and 
examining a few witnesses on miscel- 
laneous matters, the commission will 
conclude its general and in- 
quiries which have in progress 
for more than a year. At a meeting 
to be held in Chicago about June 1 
the work of framing a report to Con- 
gress will be undertaken. 

The last witnesses in the Colorado 
investigation were W. L. Mackenzie 


King of the Rockefeller Foundation 
and Ivy L. Lee of the persona! staff of 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr. Mr. King, 
who began his testimony yesterday, 
had further disagreements with Chair- 
man Walsh over the latter’s method 
of conducting the examination. 

Mr. Walsh and Mr. King clashed 
when Mr. King’s answers became in- 
volved and the chairman sought to 
limit him. Mr. Walsh sought to make 
a record of what Mr. King had done 
for American labor. Both the witness 
and Commissioner Weinstock wanted 
to know the object of that line of 
questioning, but the chairman em- 
phatically refused to explain. 

“IT am not on the etand,” he sald, 
“and I must decline to be questioned.” 

WALSH'S QUESTIONS. 


Walsh questioned King as to his 
investigations in Colorado, but 
witness insisted his investigations 
were confidential and he could not 
make public any of his information. 
He sald he had seen representatives 
of both sides of the Colorado struggle 
in his effort to be absolutely fair. 
The chairman insisted that “the peo- 
ple must have the facts.” 

“What do you mean by the people?” 
asked the witness. 

“I mean the American people,” sald 
the chairman, “whose public opinion 
would be the factor in im- 
proving conditions in Colorado.” 

“The will and conselence of young 
Mr. John D. Rockefeller is more pow- 
erful in Colorado than any other force 
that can be brought to bear at this 
time,"’ sala Mr. King. 

“You 'nk that the will and con- 
science of ‘‘r. John D. Rockefeller 
ig more powe. ‘ul than the wills and 
consciences of all the American peo- 
ple to bring-about a change of con- 
ditions in Colorado?” 

“That is not just what I said,” re- 
plied the witness, and another clash 
followed, after which he protested 
against his testimony being “dis- 
torted.” 

“Now you have given your opin- 
ion,” replied the chairman, “and I 
don’t intend to give my opinion of 
you here, but no matter how insult- 
ing your comment may be I shall treat 
= exactly as I treated John D. 

ockefeller, Jr.” 

MR. KING EXPLAINS. 

When the air cleared Mr. King ex- 
plained that he was “speaking as a 

man of a practical situa- 
tion.” 


“T mean to say.” he continued, “that 
if I want to improve conditions in 
Colorado the man I would go after 
would be John D. Rockefeller, Jr. He 
}eould do more in one year along that 
line than efforts to focus public opin- 
ion on the situation could do in sev- 
eral years.” 

Responsibility for the Colorado 
strike, Mr. King sald, he could defi- 
nitely fix and he expected to report 
his findings where they would have 
the best effect. He suggested that he 
should like to give his recommenda- 
tions privately to Chairman Walsh.

It would indicate that a 
large part of the aggregate payment 
for munitions of war is being made 
in bonds and imperial notes. 
April imports totaled $160,576,106, 
against $173,762,114 in April last year 
and $146,194,461 in April, 1913. April 
exports rose $94,656.761 above the 
best record as in April of any earlier 
vear, being $294.470,199 againet 
$162.552.570 in April, 1914, and $199.,- 
813,428 in April, 1913. 

INCREASE OF IMPORTS. 
“Comparing April trade with the 
low points touched in August, last.” 
says the department's statement, “im- 
ports have increased 23.7. per cent. 
and exports 166.8. Of the April, 
1915, imports, €3.6 per cent. entered 
free of duty. compared with 62 per 
cent, in April, 1914, and 52.6 per 
cent. in April, 1913. Comparing im- 
porte and exports during the ten 
months ending in April in the years 
named, imports have fallen from 
$1,672,114.692 in 1914, to $1,374,189,- 
749 in 1915, a decrease of $197,924.- 
943 or 13.6 per cent. while exports 
have risen from $%$2,045.774.485 to 
$2.225.648,068, an increase of $179,- 
773.583, or 8.8 per cent. 

“Tt probable that the export hal- 
ance for the fiscal vear ending June 
20, next, will exceed $1,000,000,000, 
or about $232356.000.000 more than the 
former high record export balance re- 
corded in the fiscal vear 1908. These 
are facts unprecedented in our com- 
mercial history. They derive, however, 
vreater weight when it ts considered 
that they include two months, July 
and August, 1914. in which the trade 
balance was temporarily against wus. 
“The change from conditions exist- 
ing @ year ago appears from the fact 
that whereas by reason of large im- 
ports of foodstuffs and reduced ex- 
ports of them during April, 1914, an 
ndverse trade balance of over $11,- 
000,000 was then shown. There is 
this year In April a favorable balance 
of nearly $134,000,000, a net change, 
ea the record shows, in our favor, of 
$145,000,000. 

“April, 1915. imports of gold ag- 
ted $16,203,028, against $3,4690.- 
424 in April last year, while April ex- 
ports of gold were $813,706 compared 
with $407,386 itn Aprtil, 1914. The 
nine months ending with April of the 
current year showed an export bal- 
ance of $54,033,902, a fact wholly due 
to the large excess of exports over 
imports of old in the period from 
July to November. These months 
showed an ageregate export balancé 
of $116,000.000 while the succeeding 
months te April 30 showed an import 
balance of $62,000,000 in movements 
of gold.”

LOTTERY CASE DEVELOPMENTS 
POINT TO THEM. 


Postoffice Inepector and Police 
Confer Much Together and Addi- 
tional Arrests may Result Today. 
Evidence Confirmed Involving 
Many Persons—Two Reicgsed. 


Postoffice Inspector Webster and 
Detective Home were busy yesterday 
conferring in relation to future devel- 
opments in«the local lottery ring case, 
and it is announced that additional ar- 
resta will likely be made today. A 
number of city policemen were out 
yesterday confirming evidence already 
in the hands of the authorities, im- 
plicating certain persons in the mat- 
ter of handling tickets both for the 
Hermosillo and Lousiana Lottery com- 
les. 

Yesterday in San Francisco Eugene 
La Rouche, alleged to be the vice- 
president of the Hermosillo Lottery 
Company, was arrested on a Federal 
warrant issued in Los Angeles, charg- 
ing, use of the mails to defraud. War- 
rants have been issued also for Louts 
Fitzpatrick, alleged to be the president 
of the company, and two . alleged 
agents, Louis Shobe and R. M. Shobe. 
La Rouche was released on $3500 bonds 
to appear before United States Com- 
missioner Francis Krull on Thurs- 
day in San Francisco. 

Shobe posed in the printed literature 
sent out by the lottery people as agent 
of the American Technical Society, 
with headquarters in Chicago, 
as a matter of fact, he has been in 
Oakland for months dealing in tickets 
of several different companies. His 
address is given as No. 1803 Ninth ave- 
nue, Los Angeles, but he does not live 
here at all. 7 

It ie possible that a number of lo- 
cal cigar dealers, bartenders and men 
about town, who it is known have 


J.\peen in the traffic of selling lottery 


ticketd, will be in the Federal net be- 
fore the investigation is concluded. 
In some itnetances letters are in pos- 
session of the police indicating that 
they have used the mails to further 
the sale of lottery tickets. If this net 
is spread it will catch some of the 
best-known cigar dealers in this city, 
whose places have for years been rec- 
ognized as headquarters, on the quiet, 
at least, for the sale of ets. 
Yesterday afternoon two of the de- 
fendants, Larry Sullivan and William 
J. Danford, held respectively in $3500 
and $2500 bond, were released, with 
Patrick J. Sullivan and Frank J. Egan 
of San Francisco as their sureties.

NEW ANGLE TO 
THE MANN ACT. 
AFTER WHITE-SLAVERS GOING 


AS WELL AS COMING. 
FIRST CASE. 


Some new ground tn the enforce- 
ment of the Mann Act was cut by 
Assistant United States District At- 
torney O'Connor yesterday when he 


ordered the arrest of Charles Fiske, 
& Well-known gambler of Mexicali: 
Earl Eary, a prominent character 
along the border, and Margaret Taw- 
ney, all charged with violation of that 
Federal enactment. 

The case is peculiar in several re- 
gards. Heretofore, ft has been the 
rule to arrest the men connected with 
bringing females in interstate or for- 
eign commerce into the country dnd 
allowing the women to appear as wit- 
nesses in the case. But in a recent 
decision of the United States Supreme 
Court it was held that in many in- 
stances the women were as guilty as 
the men of the crime of conspiracy 
and should be equally punished if the 
facts warranted it. In this case the 
woman has been taken into custody 
and will be prosecuted. 

The action is something new, also 
from the fact that the men are 
charged with transporting the woman 
from San Diego to Mexicali, into a 
foreign country. Heretofore all cases 
have involved bringing women from 
a foreign country into the United 
States. 

Mr. O'Connor ts of the opinion that 
if the law provides a punishment for 
bringing a woman tnto the country 
for an immoral purpose it should 
cover the case where he takes her 
out of it to a foreign country. The 
question presented has never been 
raised before.

WRONG DR. LEE 
ON THE DEED. 


Two Realty Dealers Held on 
Forgegy Charge. 


Trapped in Attempt to Get 
Three Thousand. 


Impersonator of Suburban 
Physician Sought.

J. T. Hochgraef and Robert J. 
Davis, real estate dealers, were ar- 
rested yesterday afternoon by county 
detectives charged with forgery. They 
were arraigned before Justice Hin- 
shaw and lodged in the County Jail 
in default of $3000 bail. The detec- 
tives are looking for another real 
estate man who is alleged to have im- 
personated Dr. John M. Lee of Sierra 
»Madre in an escrow deal in which the 


accused are said to have used a forged 
deed in an attempt to get $3000 on a 
lot owned by Dr. Lee on St. Andrews 
place between Fifth and Sixth streets. 

The alleged forgery was stopped by 
Lioyd McAtee, assistant secretary of 
the Title Guarantee and Trust Com- 
pany, and Frank D. Tatum, real es- 
tate agent. According to Mr. McAtee, 
Messrs. Hochgraef and Davis came 
into his office several days ago with 
a deed supposed to have been exe- 
cuted by Dr. Lee, the real owner of 
the lot, which is valued at $8000. 
Hochgraef at that time gave the name 
of R. L. Addin. Davis told Mr. Me- 
Atee that the lot was being sold for 
$3000 and that Dr. Lee was to get 
seme acreage for hig share, but that 
that part had been arranged outside. 

They asked Mr. McAtee for a new 
certificate. Mr. Tatum had been asked 
by Davis to sell the lot. Mr. Tatum 
knew absolutely nothing about the 
deed or the alleged forgery. Mr. Mc- 
Atee informed Davis, who appeared 
to be the leader in the transaction, 
that the instructions were not suffi- 
cient and that it is customary for the 
person selling or conveying property 
to show that a proper consideration 
had passed from the original owner. 

Both Mr. MecAtee and Mr. Tatum 
say they “smelled a rat” about this 
time and they asked Davis and Addin 
to have Dr. Lee bring in the proper 
instructions. They agreed. Mr. Tatum 
called Dr. Lee on the telephone the 
following afternoon and the doctor 
said he knew nothing about the deed 
and that he wouldn't sell the lot for 
$8000. Mr. Tatum then saw Miss 
Evelyn Sparks, the notary who took 
the acknowledgement, and she said 
she didn't know anything about Mr. 
Davis and Mr. Hochgraef. 

Mr. Tatum informed Mr. McAtee of 
the facts in the case and Mr. McAtee 
got in touch with Chief Depnty Dis- 
trict Attorney "Dean, who detailed two 
detectives on the case. Messrs. Davis 
and Addin and a third man, who 
posed as Dr. Lee, were confronted by 
Dr. Lee at Mr. McAtée’s office Mon- 
day afternoon. Dr. Lee said he had 
never seen the men before. Mr. Davis 
said Dr. Lee was not the same “Dr. 
Lee” who had signed the deed. De- 
tectives arrested Hochgraef at his 
residence at No. 1142 West Tenth 
street. 

Mr. Davis did not show up at his 
home at No. 721 Golden avenue Man- 
day evening. Yesterday he called up 
Mr. Dean and said he would surrender 


himeelf. Mr. Dean advised him to do 


so immediately. Messrs. Davis and 
Addin protest their innocence. 

Their preliminary examination will 
be held Friday morning before Jus- 
tice Hinshaw.

Now an immense corporation has been 
formed, which is really our old friend the 
“trust,” which England has prided herself 
on discouraging. To this corporation the 
treasury has advanced over seven million 
dollars, payable in twenty-five years, and 
the textile industries have raised another 
ten million by subscription. The govern- 
ment has retained a share of control, and 
alcohol, which is used in large quantities 
in the process, is free of excise duty. 
Thus England has very thoroughly laid 
the foundation of a gréat industry, and all 
the German patent rights being automatic- 
ally canceled, will not be renewed. 
In addition, the industry has practically 
been promised tariff protection at the end 
war, which may even take the form

XVII. The Alliance may, cooperating 
with other nations, not members of this body, 
assume the right and authority, in accord-

XIX. The soldiers that may be supplied

while serving in the ranks of the Universal 
Military Pact: provided that the Universal 
Fiag adopted shall at all be dis- 
played over the World Capitol Building and 
over all forts, arsenals and other public 
buildings of the Alliance, and shall also be 
habitually borne aloft by the troops above 
the different national standards. The Gen- 
eral Field Marshal, with the concurrence 
and by the authority of the Congress, may 
require uniformity of caliber in the small 
arms used by the respective forces com- 
posing the Universal Army. 

A safe, significant and highly-important 
provision is made in Section XIXa, as fol- 
lows: 


posing the Alliance to supply the military 
and naval strength requisite for the com- 
mon defense, shal) not itself embark in the 
business of raising and equipping other 
and separate armies, or of creating and 
manning other and separate navies, unless 
the combined military and naval contribu- 
tions of the several nations shall prove in- 
adequate to the requirements of the Su- 
preme Government in the discharge of its 
duty to guarantee the common defense and 
secure the adequate protection, internal as 
well as external, of all the nations com- 
posing the Alliance. 

Complete provision is made in Section 
XX for the internal military protection of 
each country by guaranteeing >t it shall 
never be entirely denuded of s. ‘!ers or 
ships by any call or calls upon it by the 
Alliance. This is a guarantee of far-reach- 
ing importance to the several countries in 
that they are not left to the mercy of any 
invader and at the same time are assured 
of the additional protection of the Alliance: 

XX. No nation shall, in time of internal 
danger, ever be completely denuded of 
any call upon it by the 

. the Chief Execu- 
tive or the Pact; but a safe reserve of the 
military forces of each country shall be 
left to the control of the government de 
jure of the same for internal defense or 
offense, and for like purposes. Such nation, 
when pressed from within, shall retain and 
be permitted to exercise the reserve right 
to withdraw from the Pact its military con- 
tingent in whole or in part, for the time 
being, for its own national defense and 
until the internal danger threatening its 
government or people shall have passed, 
when its military contingent shall resume 
its place in the ranks of the Pact. 

Relief, succor and aid for suffering or 
threatened nations are specifically pro- 
vided for in Section XXa; and it is a 
measure of the first importance to every 
member of the Alliance, contrasting dila- 
metrically with the existing state of things 
in Europe and upon the high seas; and 
which, had it been in force, would even 
have affected the United States of Amer 
ica in some of her recent maritime opera- 
tions: 

XXa. The government de jure of any na 
tion (being a member of the Alliance in 
full standing) which may find itself threat- 
ened within by internal revolt, rebellion 
or insurrection, or visited by an overwhelm- 
ing affliction through fire, flood, famine, 
earthquake or other widespread disaster; 
or menaced from without by armed invasion 
and war, involving opposition too forml- 
dable to be successfully met by the threat- 
ened government or people, may apply to 
the Supreme Government for timely assist- 
ance and relief; and the Supreme Govern- 
ment may, in its discretion, extend such 
timely assistance and relief, either in the 
form of international credit or money, or 
by supplying ships, ordnance, munitions of 
war and food supplies; the same to be sold, 
leased, loaned or given upon such 
terms as may be fixed upon in advance by 
and between the parties in interest. 

Government and control of the seas and 
of the air are boldly projected in Section 
XXI—a provision of international law, or 
at least of international jurisdiction and 
power vitally needed at this very time: 

XXI. The Alliance may assume juris 
diction over all those portions of the earth 
which are now beyond jurisdiction of any 
nation, and act authoritatively as to all 
matters and things which are in them- 
selves essentially extraterritorial; among 
these matters being the international polic- 
ing of the seas and the making of laws 
governing the navigation of the same; also 
of the ef: the aim being to invest inter. 
national law with a still wider scope and 
with that greater power which is neces 
sary for the ending of wars throughout the 
world and the forestalling of all prepara- 
tions for war as completely as the Alliance 
may provide for the prevention of wars 
between the several nations composing the 
Peace Pact.

‘TLACAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

PASADENA, May 26.—Every kind 
of conveyance from a jitney bus to a 
balloon has been suggested to the 
Committee of Fifty, which is bent 
on solving’ Pasadena’s transportation 
problems. But of all the kinds of con- 
véyance mentioned the jfitney has re- 
ceived most favor. 

Assemblyman Fish was a motor car 
afvocate yesterday when the commit- 
tee met to discuss ways and means 
whereby Pasadenans could obtain 
more rapid transk te Los Angeles. 

“Steam railroads and electric cars 
will have to give way to the more 
modern down-to-date mode of 
travel,” said the Assemblyman. “At- 
tomobiles offer the cheapest and quick- 
eat solution of the rapid-transit prob- 
lem here.” 

Assemblyman Fish advocated the 
building of a municipally-owned high- 
way Pasadena and Los An- 
es. He declared a road with a heavy 

and capable of sustaining the 
heavy traffic, could undoubtedly be 
constructed for $30,000 a mile, or 
$300,000, for the ten miles necessary 
between the two cities. 

For equipment he advocated the use 
of high-power automobiles which he 
said could be purchased for $150,000. 
The machines, running exclusively on 
their own right of way, with all grade 

eliminated, ought to make 
the trip in twenty-five minutes, or 
half the time now occupied in making 
the trip by electric cars, he said. 

The day of the steel rail is past, ac- 
cording to-Mr. Fish, and railroads will 
geon be going out of business. Oné of 
the points brought out by the Assem- 
biyman is that speed is not the only 
thing to be considered, but frequency 
of service is of equal importance.
